/ the usual thing of late for some Big Sister to take under her wing a gir) 


protege who is unemployed. Not only doeg she 
provide food, shelter and clothing-for the girl 
but in most:cases an attempt is made to find 
her a suitable position. Making the girls pre- 
sentabie for a job in the way of suitable ward- 
robe has become the aim of the Big Sisters, 
Funds with which to finance their charity 
have been raised for the most part by a series 
of benefit bridge parties given during the 
winter and early spring months. Mrs. JF. Cc. 
Craik of 662 Mandana ‘boulevard opened her 
home Thursday afternoon for one of the most 
successful of these affairs: More than 100 
guests, including the personal friends of the 
hostess, gathered for bridge. As a result a 
large sum was realized for the unemployed.

Bathe baby in warm room. Have water body heat. Test with elbow. Have everything 
ready before starting bath and everything within easy reach, Bathe baby just before a 
nursing or not sooner than one hour after nursing. 


PROCEDURE 


Loosen clothing but do not remove. 
Wash face with clear water and a soft clean cloth. Do not use soap on face, 
Dry carefully, Cleanse ears and nose with cotton. DO NOT WASH OUT MOUTH, 
Wash head using Castile soap and soft cloth or hand. Keep water out of ears. 
Rinse well and dry. Remove clothing. (Loosen clothing from shoulders and 
remove by pulling downward over baby’s feet. ) 
Bathe body using Castile Soap. Rinse well and dry thoroughly with a soft cloth. 
If sponge bath is given, keep baby covered as much as possible, If tub bath is 
given support baby's head and shoulders with left hand, fingers outspread, and 
one finger hooked under the baby's left arm, 
Dress baby in well aired clothing, putting all garments on over the feet. 
The baby should be kept in a well aired, sunny room, while indoors. 
Keep the sun or any strong light out of baby's eyes, 
Use a firm mattress in crib or bassinet instead of feather pillow. 
Do not use pillow under head. Do not cover baby's face or head while indoors, it 
needs plenty of fresh air. 
After urination or bowel movement cleanse baby with warm water and dry carefully. This 
will prevent chafing. (Diapers should be washed with mild soap, rinsed well four times 
in clear water.) 
Breast fed baby needs one or two ounces of cool boiled water to drink (out of a bottle) 
four times in twenty four hours. For babies who are not breast fed, water twice a day 
aa , a, is usually sufficient, When the baby is taking the bottle, stop the feeding twice, put 
ii | baby up on your shoulder and gently pat its back. This enables the baby to expel gas 
from its stomach. (Keep bottle warm meanwhile.) Change baby's position in bed after 
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| 

feeding. A cry is the baby's only language. When it cries it may need cleansing, or 

' to have its position changed. It may be hungry‘or thirsty or cold, or it may need to 

f be picked up for a moment to help it expel gas from-its stomach. If it is warm and dry 
q and comfortable it will not hurt it to cry. If it is necessary to cleanse the eyes use 

; boric acid solution 2% (1 level teaspoonful boric crystals or powder to 8 ounces boiling 

: water). Use when cooled to body heat. Keep in corked bottle.
